The 
Klan cannot escape responsibility 
for the actions of whoever wear its 
masks, so long as its own mem­ 
bers wear them and nobody knows 
who are members or non-members.

ously, too, his bank account sud­ 
denly increases. 
At sea, the luck is not always so 
good. 
Some of the pirates are 
the real thing.

raid the 
rum-runner, loot it of 
whatever 
they find, and leave without due 
process or just compensation. But 
others are more businesslike. They 
take the stuff, 
but insist 
upon 
paying for it. 
Whereas the rum­ 
runner, who may already have col­ 
lected for it once, is not discon­ 
certed. 
It is all very much of a joke, so 
far. 
Nobody cares much whether 
the legitimate or the illegitimate 
pirates finally get away with the 
stuff.

We paid at the rate of $11,000 an 
acre for one-third acre. 
At the time the Katella station 
was under consideration, the terri­ 
tory surrounding it was bare of 
v eg etation other than cactus and 
sag e brush.

Today that territory is produc­ 
ing a major part of the orang e and 
walnut crop of the county . There is 
an ev idence of electrical power de 
v elopment. 
Ten y ears ag o in a paper for a 
power mag azine, I reported that 
20,000 acres of land then were sup­ 
plied with water broug ht up by 
electric and g asoline power from 
underg round streams. 
Today I v enture to say that 150, 
000 acres of land in this district 
alone, wrhich takes in the county 
from the northern line of Anaheim 
to the ocean, are using electrical 
power to facilitate irrig ation. 
Certain districts are selling at 
$4000 an acre but with no particu­ 
lar desire to sell. 
When I came to Orang e county

company , 
power was being supplied by a 
transmission line from Puente near 
Pomona. 
Santa Ana in 19 09 was supplied

handling a total of about 134 h.p.

Today the Santa Ana district 
alone is handling a connected load

A chain of substations has been

New York passed a children’s court act and 
improved the administration of mothers’ pensions, 
as well as the procedure for issuing employment 
certificates and placing children. 
It also made its 
compulsory education law more enforceable. 
Rhode Island raised the educational requirement 
for employment certificates. 
Virginia extended the 
14-year age limit to include all gainful occupations 
except agriculture; raised the age limit for street 
trading, prohibited night work in street trades and 
required street permits for boys 12 to 16 and set a 
16-year age limit for boys and 18 for girls for work 
in specified occupations. 
It reduced hours from 48 
to 44 for children under 16 in gainful occupations 
except agriculture, with an exemption for canneries 
during vacation. 
School attendance was made com­ 
pulsory from eight to 14 years during the entire 
school year. 
The mothers’ pension act was extended 
and legislation relating to juvenile courts, child caring 
institutions, etc., was passed. 
A children’s bureau 
was created. 
Progress in the protection of children comes slow­ 
ly. 
The child agricultural work er still needs relief 
desperately, but year by year public education in 
this matter goes forward. 
A child labor amendment 
to the constitution should hasten the work .

AHEAD IN AVIATION 


The recent report of the bureau of aeronautics of 
the U. S. navy discloses some very gratifying figures 
concerning commercial aviation in this country. 
During the year ended Nov. 1, there was no mishap 
either to employees or to passengers in regular com­ 
mercial aviation activities. 
A double, daily service 
was conducted between Cleveland and Detroit, aug­ 
mented by special flights over Lak e Erie and Lak e 
5t. Clair, and from New York to Cleveland and De­ 
troit, via Montreal, Albany and Buffalo. 
The total 
num ber of passengers transported was 9107. 
The 
total mileage was 739,047 and the number of flights 
m ade was 2125. 
T he Aeromarine Airways company which operates 
the lines already established announces the opening 
of a winter line between Key West and Porto Rico, 
and the contemplated opening of routes between 
New York and Southampton, Newport, Providence 
and Boston, and one on Lak e Michigan out of 
Chicago. 
T he most surprising statement in connection with 
these announcements is the one that commercial 
aviation in this country surpasses that of Europe in 
sa fety of passengers, comfort and convenience, more 
rfeid observance oi schedules and smaller number 
of forced landings, 
it ha? been generally believed 
that the European air lines excelled in all these things, 
that there were not only more routes established but 
that service was better than anything yet offered in 
America.

Avocado, chayote, dasheen, pejibaye, and telfaeria 
are words that mean nothing to most of the people 
of the United States. 
They are, however, worth 
k nowing about and may become fam iliar ones in 
the mark etplace. 
They are new fruits and vege­ 
tables that have been introduced into the United 
States by a group of agricultural explorers em­ 
ployed by the Government to search the world over 
for new farm and garden products for America. 
Among other advantages possessed by the United j 
States is the rem ark able one that somewhere within 
its borders are conditions of climate and soil in 
which any plant which grows anywhere in the 
world may be grown. 
This presents unlimited pos­ 
sibilities, which the Government has recognized in 
sending out explorers all over the world, from South 
America and Asia to dark est Africa. 
In the last 
25 years they have introduced into the United States 
more than 51,000 new grains, fruits, forage crops, 
vegetables, and other plants. 
Among the most valuable have been durum wheat 
from Russia, navel oranges from Brazil, rice from 
Japan, sorghum from the Sudan, and cotton from 
Egypt. 
These and others have added much wealth 
to the agricultural resources, and in some cases 
have provided a crop for land which could not 
otherwise be used. 
This little group of 
agricultural 
explorers 
is 
quietly, unostentatiously giving .countless riche 
3 to 
the people of the United States, at the sacrifice of 
home and comfort, and at the risk of their lives. 
The debt to them should at least be ack nowledged. 


W hat docs the distant future hold in store for you? 
It de­ 
pends on the seed you are sowing today. 
For thousands of years, wise men have contemplated and re­ 
spected the oak tree as symbolic of human deeds.

A T T O R N E Y QUOTES SUPREME 
CO URT DECISION 
SHOW ING 
DOUBLE PE N A LT IE S LEGAL 


Editor, Register—In a recent J~- 
sue you pointed out that a defend­ 
ant charged with selling 
liquors 
under the Volstead Act could be 
punished twice for the same of­ 
fense, once by the federal author­ 
ity, and once by the state author­ 
ities. 
T hat a defendant may he pun­ 
ished twice is shown in the opin­ 
ion of the Supreme Court of the 
United States in a case that came 
up from the State of W ashington, 
where a federal indictm ent 
was 
dismissed on the ground that the 
defendant had been tried and con­ 
victed in the state courts for the 
same offense. 
The Supreme Court 
of the United States reversed that 
decision and says: 
“The respect of the territorial 
limits of the United States and at 
the sam e time the lik e power of the 
several states within their 
terri­ 
torial lim its shall not cease to ex­ 
ist. 
“Each state, as also Congress, 
may 
exercise 
an 
Independent 
judgm ent in selecting and shaping 
m easures to 
enforce 
prohibition. 
Such as are adopted by Congress 
become laws of the United States 
and such as are adopted by a state 
become laws of that state. 
They 
may vary in many p articulars in­ 
cluding the 
penalties 
prescribed 
but this is an inseparable incident 
of independent 
legislative action 
in distinct jurisdictions. 
“The declaration that the state 
should have concurrent power was 
defined by the court as intended 
to ‘negative any possible inference 
that investing the national govern­ 
ment with the power of 
country­ 
wide Prohibition state power would 
be excluded.’ ” 
Referring to the contention that 
the defendant could not be placed 
twice in jeopardy the 
court 
ex­ 
plained that the meaning of the 
term twice in jeopardy as used in 


I the Fifth Amendment of the Con­ 
stitution 
referred 
to 
“a 
second 
prosecution under the authorities 
of the federal 
governm ent 
if 
a 
first trial for the same offense was 
under 
the 
same 
authority. 
An 
act denounced as a crime by both 
national and state sovereignties is 
an offense against the peace and 
dignity of both and may be pun­ 
ished by each.” 
If such a construction would not 
apply the court stated it wrould be 
easy for offenders 
to 
rush 
into 
state courts to plead guilty if by 
so 
doing 
they could obtain im ­ 
munity from 
federal 
prosecution 
for the act. 
The Supreme court of Ohio has 
gone even further than the Su­ 
preme Court of the United States 
by ruling that the prohibition law 
violators may also be prosecuted 
and punished in municipal courts 
as 
well 
as 
in 
state 
and 
fed­ 
eral courts for the same overt act. 
This is sound reasoning and is in 
accord with the United States Su­ 
preme court ruling and it may give 
a valuable 
suggestion 
to 
other 
states. 
If the courts 
will 
give 
the bootleggers and 
booze 
crim­ 
inals what is coming to them un­ 
der the law it may he they will 
quit their criminal practices. 
If 
the courts will 
hit 
them 
three 
times in the same place it will help 
some.
